ANX ACT to increase the':i)enalty for trespassing upon the public
Jands of this state.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1 In addition to the penalties now provid-
ed by law against persons trespassing upon lands " be-
lorziging to this state, also lands held on certificate
and lands mortgaged toythe state, or lands held in trust
by the state, it is hereby provided that whenever a
trespass is settled under the provisions of the statute,
the trespasser is hereby required to pay all the expens-
es of seizure and taking charge of the same until the
settlement is completed, and the timber clerk who
makes the seizure is authorized and required to vollect
the same, and report the amount of such charges and
&xpenses sorecovered to the school land commissioners.

ECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.
